A five-inch antiaircraft gun, with 
double the range and effectiveness 
of any previous aerial ordnance, 
has been perfected by the Navy 
Department after four years of 
experiments and four of these new 
guns will be installed on the U.S.S.

Gunnery Officers believe the new 
gun will revolutionize aircraft re- 
pulse tactics in the fleet.

FLEET TO BE EQUIPPED

toward the founding of an agri- 
cultural college. 

FAVORABLE CONDITIONS 

“This part of Mexico, I believe, 
is the finest agricultural section on 
the globe,“ said Dr. Morton. “I 
have traweled extensively in con- 
nection with my work as an agron- 
omist, have spent two years in In- 
dia and another two in Egypt, 
but nowhere have I found condi- 
tions so favorable for ‘agricultural 
production as in Southern Mexico. 
The region has a superb climate, 
an extremely fertile soll and an 
abundance of water for irrigation. | 
This section was the principal 
stronghold of the Aztecs; the place 
where they produced most of the 
food for their large population. 

“Only about 6 per cent of the 
area available for cultivation is 
now utilized by sugar, rice and 
coffee producers, most of whom 
are American or French. Unfor- 
tunately the operations of these 
producers have been seriously in- 
terfered with during the present 
year by a lawless element, which 
will go to almost any length to 
the lawful owners of 
their lands and the improvements 
placed upon them. 

“This element, taking unlawful 
advantage of the provisions of the 
agrarian law, is carrying things. 
with a high hand in this region 
and has created a situation that 
renders further development im- 
possible until its power is curbed,” 

Dr. Morton is generous in his 
praise of President Calles and the 
government of Mexico, stating that 
every effort is being made by the 
authorities to check the outrages 
perpetrated by the disturbers, who 
are sufficiently powerful, however, | 
to have assumed complete political 
control for the time being. a 

Dr. Morton stated that he was 
virtually compelled to flee for his 
life from Atlixeo as the persons in 
control there, incensed at his con- 
sistent opposition to their prac- 
tices, rendered it unsafe for him 
and his family to remain. He says 
he left Mexico under military pro- 
tection provided by President Cal- 
les.

of Benjamin Franklin's electricity- 
detecting kite. They have attempt- 
e4 to relegate the legend to the 
junk heap of historical] fallacies.

Franklin tried the experiment he 
would have been electrocuted and 
burned to a crisp brown crust.

To the top of the up- 
right stick of the cross is to be 
fixed a very sharp pointed wire, 
a foot or more above the 
wood. To the end of the twine 
next to the hand, is to be tied a 
silk ribbon, and where the Uk and 
twine join a key may be fastened. 
This kite to be raised when a 
thunder gust appears to be coming 
on, and the person who holds the 
string must stand within a door or 
window or under some other cov- 
ering, so that the silk ribbon may 
not be wet, and care must be taken 
that the twine does not touch the 
frame of the door or window.

clouds come over the kite, the 
2 wire will draw the electric 
re from them, and the kite, with 
all the twine, will be electrified, 
and the loose filaments of the 
twine will stand out every way and 
be attracted by an approaching 
finger. And when the rain has 
wet the kite and twine so that it- 
can conduct the electric fire free- 
ly, you will find it streaem out 
plentifully from the key on the 
approach of your knuckle. At

Ex-Gov. Bone of Alaska, 
Visitor Here, Says Region 


“The United States may expect 
great things from Alaska in the 
future,” Scott C. Bone, formerly 
its Governor, declared yesterday. 
“Once it was known as ‘a man's 
country’ but it is no longer that. 
It is today a country of homes, 
schools and churches. Thirty thou- 
sand white people live’ there and 
as many natives, the natives be- 
ing Indians and Eskimos.” 

Mr. Bone is a resident of Seat- 
tle. He is here for a few days 
visiting his son, Roger M 
Bone, a trust officer in the First 
Trust and Savings Bank of Pasa- 
dena, and his daughter, Mrs. John 
Ford Starr of Beverly Hills. 

“Alaska now is burdened with 
bureaucracy,” Mr. Bone said. “It 
is governed by bureaus and is 
much in need of a centralized gov- 


ernment. When that comes it will 
be able to progress faster. 

“The country not only is rich 
in minerals, but it has great pos- 
sibilities in fisheries and agricul- 
ture. Its forests are vast and could 
provide great amounts of ,paper 
materials. Of the territory’s 600,- 
000 square miles, 100,000 are\suit- 
able for agricultural purposes 
They can raise wheat, barley, tim- 
othy and many other crops but 


there we giedicated the territorial 
agricultural college at Fairbanks.

POLA NEGRI WRITES 
FASCINATING LETTER 


“Maybe it doesn’t sound at all 
picture starrish,” writes Pola Negri 
from the little town of Pleasan- 
ton, where her company is now at 
work in “The Tatooed Countess,” 
“but today I sat with my feet on 
a famous old stove in this town and 
learned that sitting with your feet 
against a stove is in this country 
the great incentive to reminis- 
cence. 

“We are in the quaint old Rose 
Hotel, built during the Civil War. 
This town is widely known as «a 
winter training ground for race 
horses, and all of the famous turf- 
men of the past half-century have 
had their feet planted against the 
same spot on the stove. Among 
other pairs of feet that have 
rested against the stove are those 
belonging to Fred Chadbourne and 
Maj. Sven Christianson, both of 
whom have strings of race horses 
here. They are here and have the 
preferred positions, having learned 
from thirty years’ experience the 
best spots of the ancient wood 
burner. 

“Intuition told me when to ask 
a question. So I ventured to in- 
quire how Pleasanton happened to 
get ite name. I meant no harm at 
that! I found it was an old Span- 
ish town, and used to be called 
Allaal, which means sycamore. 
One night the citizens held a meet- 
ing in the dance hall, that used to 
be in this hotel, and there was 8 
hot argument about changing the 
name of the town. An irate 
Frenchman was all for flowery- 
sounding names, and by and by, to 
please him, it was called Pleasan- 
fon. I suspected a strain seome- 
where when I heard the name. 

“I hear that the track here was 
made famouse by Monroe Salisbury.

“Some users of residence service 
have the impression that their 
service is to be changed to the mea- 
sured basis next January. Of the 
182,000 customers in Los Angeles 
at present, 142,000 are users 
residence service, and all these will 
continue on a flat-rate basis.”
